The eighty-seventh anniversary of 
the Theological Seminary: has come 
aud yone this week. Everything has 
bee favorable for a most successful 
commencement and the friends of the 
Seminary have been much pleased 
with ‘all the exercises and with the 
class of fifteen which has gone forth 
into the ministry, Seger tes 

Sunday afternoon the sermon to the 
graduating class of the Seminary was 
delivered by Prof. Smyth at the Chapel, 
in which was gathered a large audience. 
The sermon was a strong and earnest 
plea tothe preacher to hold and pre- 
sent the gospei as truth. The text was 
from 2 Cor. 2: 16-17. ‘And who is 
sufficient for these things? For we are 
not as many, corrupting the word of 
God; but as of sincerity, but as of Goa, 
in the sig ht of God, speak we in Christ.” 


Hesaid: ‘Truth comes to men in 
varied forms, Scripture uses every 
literary art. This variety is one secret 


of the Bible’s enduring and marvelous: 


ower. Yet the best may be abused. 
hrough negligence, proneness to re- 
ard what is external or incidental, 


Truth may Hot be permitted to fulfll-its 


proper function in character and life. 

It may even be practically lost 
through the exclusive cultivation of 
some one of its forts or methods. His- 
tory shows such obscurations prevad- 
ing in great religious bodies. e 8 
is taken for the thing signified, the or- 
ganization for its spirit and ends, the 
creed for the person confessed. The 
Greek church, which nobly vindicated 
the affinity for Christianity for all that 
was true in the ancient philosophy or 
beautiful 1p art, and which still is, in 
some respects, our wisest teacher re- 
specting fundamental verities of the 

hristian faith, sacrificed truth to 
dogma, and dogma to ritual. 

“The church of St. Augustine, that 
first sounded the depths of man’s need 
of aRedeemer, and trained barbarian 
tribes to obedience to law, the church 
in which Monica died and Dante sang 
and Brunelieschi. swung the dome 
which has covered millions of worship- 
ers, and which to-day is strong with an 
unexhausted power—has yet failed of 
its highest mission, because it has sub- 
ordinated truth to an authority not of 
the truth. And now ayain & church 
representative of the most resisiance 
to Popish bora. “gta ~wf authority, 
nobly united in the struggle for our 
national independence, eminent for re- 
liance on truth and edueation, is seen 
with wonder and sadness, by thought- 
ful men, to be deposing from its min- 
istry Christian scholars, Joyal to its 
standards, and discussing measures to 
control education in order to enforce 
a dogma arene by the church 
at large, and which fails to command 
the assent of many competent judges— 
a dogma that can be carried out only 
by the votes of men obviously or noto- 
riously incompetent to pronounce upon 
it. In the one instance truth is subor- 
dinated to ritualism, in the ‘second to 
institutionalism, in the third to unin- 
er dogma. 

“Truth cannot be known in its com- 
pleteness, but it may in its unity. 
Christ is its integrating principle. 
There ean-be-no reas heiond ~Him 
orapart from Him. The divine immi- 
nence is not a sufficient principle alone. 
Jonathan Edwards consciousness of 
God 18 enough to show its insufficiency. 

“The , gospel” presents something 
transcendent. Our ago is a protest 
against dogmatism in religion. It needs 
to be remembered that there is an in- 
tellectual element in Christian faith 
which gives rise to dogma so that 
it has a religious value. @ must not 
condemn merely from wrong ecclesias- 
tical use. This age is discussive in 
thought and very fond of catch words. 
These have a value as protests, or 
watch words, but they are not solid and 
staple principles, nor sufficient maxims. 
The phrase, ‘Back to the Historical 
Christ,’ needs to be complemented by 
the mottoes, ‘Up to Christ’ and ‘On to 
Christ.’ Behind and in the ‘historic’ 
Christ is the spiritual and eternal 
Christ. 

“The true preacher will preach the 
truth as authorative. Christ, it has 
been truly said, is reality itself. The 
gospel-is not philosophy, notlogic, not 
history, not any other science, Jt is 
the living and eternal word made flesh. 
Its truth is God revealed in Christ. No 
one becomes a true minister by mere 
study and learning. Preaching the gos- 
pel is not reciting a lessonfrom psalm 
or gospel, but as of sincerity, or of God, 
in the sight of God, speaking in Christ. 
Such preaching God will bless;

Tuesday and Wednesday morning 
were as usual given up to class exam- 
inations, which proved very satisfac- 
tory. Tuesday evening the eighty- 
fourth anniversary of the Society or In- 
quiry was observed in the Chapel be- 
fore a large and interested audience. 
Andrew H. Mulnix, the president, pre- 
sided. After the organ voluntary by 
N.{H,. Pride, a hymn, prayer by Rev. 
F, R. ‘Shipman, scripture reading by 
Mr. Mulnix and another hymn, Rev. 
Cyrus Hamlin, D. D., LU-D., delivered 
an intensely interesting address on 
“Practical Views of the Missionary 
Work in Turkey.”” He paid special at- 
tention to the ‘Armenian question, say. 
ing that this place was a great one for 
the missionary. 

Wednesday afternoon the annual 
meeting of the alumni in the Chapel 
was attended by many ex-members of 
the institution and other interested 
friends of. the Seminary. Rey. T. L. 
Gulick, formerly missionary jin Spain 
and Honolulu, was chosen moderator 
and the. following alumni committee 
was chosen for the ensuing year: Prof. 
W. H. Ryder, D.D., Revs. F. H. Page, 
Boston, H. P.:Dewey, Concord, N. H., 
Geo. H. Gutterson, and C. C. Carpenter 
secretary. 

The necrological report was presented 

by Rey. Mr. Carpenter and several of 
the audience spoke of deceased mem- 
bers with whom they had .been ac- 
quainted. A brief summary of the 
report follows: 
Exclusive of the two members of 
the Board of Visitors, Dr. Seeyle and 
Hon. J. N, Marshall, forty-two names 
havebeen plucedonthe-record of the 
dead for the year 1894-95, as against 
forty for the previous year. The ayer- 
age age of these men was 7 years, 6 
months and 17 days. Two had passed 
the age of 90, thirteen were between 
80 and .90, ten between 70 and 80, 
elevert between 60 and 70, and ‘only 
four were below 50, Twenty-nine 
of the forty were full graduates of the 
Seminary, ten had taken a_ partial 
course and. three were resident li- 
centiates, All except-one of the regu- 
lar students and the three licentiates 
were college graduates. Yale and 
Amherst sent the most, eight each. 
The remainder were distributed among 
othes colleges. 

The varied and. useful service ren- 
dered to the Chureh by these brethren 
will be recognized as their names are 
read—Professor Shed as the profonud 
theological thinker and writer; Henry 
M. Storrs as the gifted pulpit and _plat- 
form orator; Knapp and Shedd as’ 
honored and devoted missionaries in 
the foreign field; Lathrop Taylor and 
Luther Clapp laying good foundations 


in the West; Colton and Edwards, By- 
ington and. Bittinger, Parker and 
Paine, Hillard and Hincks, and others 
like them, doing earnest and successful 
work in the East. The latest and sad- 
dest death reported is that of Austin 
Hazen, the modest, faithful pastor, 
‘buried at sea.’’ 2 

The discussion of the afternoon was 
on the question of the ‘*Training of 
Men for the Ministry.’ Pres, Carter 
of Williams College opened on the 
subject, ‘How do present Methods of 
instruction in our colleges affect the 
preparation for the ministry ?”’ 

“TI judge,” he said, ‘that the move- 
ment towards scientific education still 
has great force in our colleges, but I do 
not believe that this movement has 
been of great benefit to our students. 
It still remains true that the proper 
study for mankind, especially. for those 
prepering for the Christian ministry is 

8s work, as exhibited in man. 
Specialization in science is not an ad- 
mirable training for the ministry, as i 
is apt to lead away from the yeh oad 
God. A primer of intellectual philos 
phy in the hands of a master yives a 
much more complete preparation than 
all the works of the great German 
thinkers.” 

Dr. Alex. McKenzie made an address 
upon “the method and spirit of. train- 
ing which the times demand.” He 
said: 

“Seminaries are not much different 
from the world, and professors are not 
much different from other men, They 
are near Boston and Lawrence; they 
read the daily papers; and they see 
quite as much of the world as has been 
for them, or for the world either. 

he first thought of any minister or 
any one proposing to teach ministers is 
to get back into the divine relation- 
ship; to-get the divine commission. No 
amount of teaching of languages or so- 
ciology or other sciences can take. its 

lace. 

The discussion was continued by |. 
Rev. E.C. Moore, whose topic was‘‘The 


value of Biblical criticism and theolog- 


ical investi ce to the pastor.”

RESOLUTIONS ON THE ARMENIAN PER- 
SECUTION. 

At the annual meeting ofthe Sem- 
inary Alumni on Wednesday, Professor 
Smyth presented the following Resolu- 
tions which were unanimously adopted: 

WHEREAS, many thousands of our 
fellow Christians in Armenia have al-, 
ready been massacred, and the lives of 
many others are imperiled throughout 
the Turkish Empire. 

Resolved: That the graduates of this 
Seminary and others gathered in Annu- 
al Meeting earnestly ask their brethren 
in the Ministry, and the Christian peo- 
ple of this land, to. unite in supplica- 
tions to Almighty God that this bloody 
persecution. may speedily be brought 
to an end; and that the powers to 
which the Ottoman Government has 
given by treaty repeated pledges of re- 
form in its treatment of its christian 
subjects may now adopt such measures 
as to make such reform immediate by 
effection. 

Resclved: That we look to the Goy- 
ernment of the United States to exer- 
cise at this time the utmost vigilance 
to protect the lives and other rights of 
Armenian citizens in the Turkish Em- 
pire and to use its influence to secure 
the cessation of presecutions which are 
a crime against humanity. — 

In- introducing the resolutions Prof. 
Smyth spoke of the intimate relations 
between the .Armenian Mission from 


this country and the Seminary. This 
mission was originated, or prepared for 
and organized, by Levi Panons, Pliny 
Fiske, Jonas King, Eh Smith, H. G. 0, 
Dwight, William Goodell, and W. C. 
Schem filer, all alumni of the Seminary; 
it has.always had representation of the 
Seminary among its missionaries.

Electric Light Test. 

The public is becoming quite know- 
ing in many branches of electric knowl- 
edge, and in none more than in the de- 
termination, with greater or less accnu- 
racy, of the efficiency of the electric light. 
At one time a central station had no 
great difficulty in foisting upon its cus- 
tomers as a 16 candle power a light that 
the ordinary gas jet would be an im- 
provement upon. Now, however, people 
are more critical, and they have a very 
shrewd idea as to whether they are get- 
ting as much light as they are paying 
for. If they have any doubt on the sub- 
ject, it can be easily set at rest. 

’ The latest method of measuring illu- 
mination is®based upon the, principle 
that the illumination, falling, say, on a 
printed page, must have a definite value 
in order to render the prjfited characters 
just legible, and that thé intensity of il- 
lumination so required will, for a nor- 
mal eye, depend upon the size and char- 
acter.of the print. A small printed tab- 
let'is placed in a darkened box,and ex- 
posed to illumination from a trahslucent 
plate of glass or porcelain, which re- 
ceives directly on its surface the light 
whose intensity”is to be measured. The 
area of the translucent plate is. then 
varied until the amount of light received 
’ by the test characters just renders them 
visible. A scale is provided by reference 
to which the exact degree of candle pow- 


er of the illumination is determined.—

ALASKA’S BIG BEARS. 


GOOD FISHERMEN, ROADMAKERS AND 
FIERCE FIGHTERS. 

What Hunters Who Have Met the Grizzly 
Have to Say of His Alaska Cousin—They 
Do Not Fear Man and Will Fight While 
Mortally Wounded. 


A traveler who recently returned from 
Alaska says: ‘‘The Alaskan brown bear 
is a huge, shaggy animal, varying in 
length from 6 to 12 feet and weighing 
from 800 to 1,500 pounds. I found him 
to be an expert fisher, and during the 
salmon season he frequents all the rivers 
emptying into the Bering sea and the 
north Pacific and their tributaries as far 
as‘the fish go. After the salmon run is 

_ over the animal retreats into the recesses 
of the hills, where berries and small 
game are plentiful. Among other things 
he does besides fishing and occasionally 
chewing up a hunter, he is a great road- 
maker for this part of Alaska. Nor only 
are the banks of the streams trodden ihto 
good trdils by these huge lumbering 
beasts, but the swampy plains are cross- 
ed in every direction by paths leading to 
thé hills. The traveler will do well to 
follow them in |journeying across the 
country, as they invariably lead to the 
best feeding places along the stream and 
form the best routes to the hills. ’’ 

A hunter who has t some time 

| there recently chasing brown’ bears 
writes several of his experiences to the 
Seattle Telegraph. 

. ‘*My first encounter,’’ he says, ‘‘with 
one of these brown bears was a startling 
experience for me, and I have always 
thought equally so for the bear. We had 
been working up against a strong cur- 
rent of the Koowak river all day, and 
toward nightfall pitched our tent at the 

“pase of a high bloff forming the right 
bank of the stream. While supper was 
being prepared I climbed the bluff to 
get a look‘at the country and was walk- 
ing along with my gun carelessly held 
in my left hand. The top of the bluff 
was densely covered almost to the edge 


| with spruce and alders, and the under- 


growth was 80 thick that it was impos,. 
sible to see more than a few feet through | 
it. Ahead of me a cluster of rocks offer- 
eda temporary place to sit down and 
enjoy the view, and I made for it. Just 
as I reached the nearest rock a tremen- 
dous shaggy animal arose apparently 
from under my feet, and I immediately 
recognized in him the brown bear of 
whose flerceness the natives had been 
telling me for weeks. My first instinct 
was toshoot, and I probably would have 
done so had my gun been in my right 
hand, but the first motion I made the 
bear reared on his haunches and was so 
formidable looking that I concluded to 
wait and see what he intended doing. 
After..a moment’s hesitation, during 
which he turned his head from side to 
side and licked’ his chops in a most sug- 
gestive fashion, he dropped on all fours, 
and with wonderful quickness turned 
and sprang out of sight in the dense 
undergrowth. When I returned to camp 
and related my experience, Tah-tah-rek, 
, my native guide, assured me that the 
bear must recently have concluded a 
heavy meal, or otherwise he would have 
attacked me. 

‘*Some officers from, some of the ves- 
sels of the Bering sea fleet went ashore 
at Herendeen bay during the summer of 
1891 on a deer hunt, and one of the 
party saw a bear about 100 yards distant 
eating berries. Without thought of the 
consequences, he raised his gan ahd fired 
,at the animal. 

‘*The shot went wide of the mark, but 
at the report of the gun the bear started 
for the hunter onadead run. His charge 
was met with a shower of bullets from 
the officer’s repeater ; but, although bad- 
ly wounded, the infuriated animal did 
not hesitate an instant and rushed 
straight at his enemy. When withi 
about 10 feet of the hunter, the bear 
rose on his. haunches and prepared to 
close. Blood was pouring in streams 
down his body One bullet had shattered 
his upper jaw, but he was so full of fight 
that the final outcome of the struggle 
| would have been extremely doubtful had 
not another of the party arrived and 
ended thé fight by shooting the brute 
through the brain. An examination of 


| the bear’s body showed that he had been 
| struck six times. Three of the shots 
| Were in parts-of tle body ordinarily cpn- 


sidered vital and would doubtless have 
caused death, but the vitality of these 
| animals is almost incredible. Instances 
| are cited of their running over 100 yards 
after being shot through the heart. 
‘*Last summer, while 1 was at Sand 
Point, two hunters came,in, after an ab- 
sence of over a month in the vicinity of 
Portage bay, and reported having killed 
83 bears. One day they killed seven.’ In 


ning hunters’ yarns they brought the 
skins with them, and sold them ata 
trading post at Sand Point. During the 
| summer of 1891 two prospectors were 
| looking for goal lands near Port Moller, 
and about a milé from the shore they 
| came upon an immense’ brown bear.en 

| gaged in catching salmon in a small 
| stream. One of the prospectors immedi 

ately opened fire, and evidently wound 

-ed the brute badly, but he got out of” 
sight in the thick brush: Being anxious 
to secure the skin the. two men started 
to follow the wounded aninial. They 
had not gove a dozen steps beforg the 
enraged. and wounded. brute turned on 
| them, and before either one could fire a 
+ shot-he seized one man by the leg and 
| bit it nearly dff, and then sprang upon 
his companion and knocked. him sense 

less with the blow of his terrible:paw 

Having, a8 hoe thought, finished his ene- 
mies, the bear quietly ambled off,-and 
was subsequently found dead a few hun- 
dred yards from the-scene of battle.’’

THE STORY OFA PORTRAIT. 


How. the Painting Was. Rescued From an 
Ignominious Fate, 

Probably Chicago’s first painting with 
@ history was an excellent portrait of one 
of her fairest citizens—a belle of 1887. 
Fine work as it was, however, at one 
time there was imminent danger of. its 
becoming a di tive signboard of a 
prominent loeal livery stable. ° 

Long before the days of the iron horse 
@ wandering artist strayed along what 
is now the corner of Lake and Clark 
streets, and there opened a_ studio. 
Among the early patrons of his brush 
was a dazzling creature who yearned to 
have her beauty perpetuated upon can- 
vas. She was a leader in the swelldom’ 
of the town, the adored object of both 
secret and outspoken admiration of all 
the bachelors of her set. Her family had 
not come over ‘in the Mayflower, but her 
blood was the most cerulean in the far- 
away down east whence it came. Hence 
it was.with propriety that she proposed 
to gratify her ambition, and posed, be- 
decked with a wonderful ‘‘amazone’’ 
and waving numberless plumes, disport- 
ing herself with equanimity on the back 
of a rearing, plunging steed. 

The artist had a fine subject. Need- 
less to say he rendered it full justice. 
When the canvas was finished, the im- 
pressive ensemble was placed upon ex- 
hibition in the artist’s studio, and every- 
body who was anybody dropped in and 
lavished his admiration upon it. After 
a timé the novelty of the display wore 
off. People had seen all they wanted of 
it, but the fair equestrienne’s portrait 
still hung upon its creator’s walls, un- 
The 
landlord of the embryonic Sir Joshua 
Reynolds grew unpleasant to him. He 
became addicted to the abominable 
habit of ‘‘dropping in’’ upon the. young 
artist and making unnecessary remarks 
about ‘‘the rent’’ at all kinds of inop- 
portune moments, until at last life be- 
came a burden ‘to the child of art, and 
in despair he decided to return to his- 
native east and abandon all his dreams 
of fame in the wild prairie town of the 
west. ‘ 

Among the inartistic and unpreten- 
tious citizens of the town was a certain 
highly prosperous stabledkeeper who was 
aware of the circumstances connected 
with the unpaid for picture and the 
painter’s impecuniosity. The night pre- 
ceding the former’s proposed departure 
for the city of his birth it was given 
out among the good people roundabout 
that the stable keeper had purchased the 
famous portrait for $500, and that 
henceforth it should be the attraction of 
his signboard over his new livery stable. 
The rumor spread like wildfire within a 
few hours, and at nightfall artist and 
stableman had the satisfaction of re- 
ceiving a visit from the haughty rela- 
tives of the picture’s original. The re- 
quired sum was gladly paid by them. 
Two hundred fell to the lot of the 
shrewd liveryman, the painter received 
his first price, $300, and every one was 
serene over the histofic transaction. — 
Chicago Tribune. -

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MURDER - SUICIDE. 


German Aged Fofty Jealous of. 
a Thirteen-Year-Old Girl. 


Displeased by Attentions of Boy School- 
mates—Lizzie Coleman Killed by Heuory 
Ledtke, Who Then Commits Suicide, 


OSTERVILLE, Mass., June 11.—Lizzie, the 
18-year-old daughter of William Coleman, 
@ bright schoolgirl of this place, was shot 
and instantly killed* yesterday by Henry 
Ledtke, a German laborer. Her brother, 
aged 14 years, who attemp' to protect 
the girl, was-firedat twice by the mur- 
derer, but both bullets went wide. Ledtke 


. ‘then placed the revolver which he had 


uased against his own temple and fired, 
killing himself instantly. Jealousy on 
the part of the man, who was about 40 
years old, toward the girl for associating 
with lads of her own age is thought to 
have prompted the act. 

Ledtke has been employed in this vicin- 
ity for about three years, and has always 
been on friendly terms with Mr. Coleman, 
afarmer. The German had shown a great 
liking for Lizzie, but recently her mother 


slight attentions show.. the girl by her 
boy schoolmates. This became especially 
marked when, not long ago, Ledtke threat- 
ened to shoot a 13-year-old lad liying near 
the Colemans because he had walked 
home from school with Lizzie. At this 
not only Mrs, Coleman, but her husband 
and the girl’herself became alarmed, and 
it was decided that Charlie Coleman, her 
brother, should accompany her to and 
from school. 
' Murderer Was Desperate. 

In pursuance of this plan, brother and 
gister were together yesterday morning. 
They had reached a point about 500 yards 
from the house, when Ledtke suddenly ap- 
peared before them and came threaten- 
ingly toward Lizzie, and pointing a re- 
volver directly at her, fired. The girl had 
tried to shield her face by holding both 
hands before it. The bullet passed 
through both hands and inflicted a flesh 
wound in the face. 

Charlie bravely stepped between his 
sister and Ledtke, which so enraged the 
latter that he fired twice, almost point 
blank, at the boy, but neither shot.was 
effective, and the lad and his sister started 
to run toward home together. Ledtke 
sprang forward, and rushing up behind 
the girl, he sent a bullet into the back of 
her head, killing her instantly, He then 
placed the smoking muzzle to his own 
head and discharged the remaining bullet 
into his brain, falling dead in his tracks. 

The frantic parents and neighbors, at- 
tracted by the sound of shots, rushed to 
the. scene, but they were too late. 

The community is stricken with grief at 
the occurrence, the like of which has 
mever come near this vicinity before.

A Break in the Dyke. 


During the process of excavation for 
the purpose of increasing the efficiency 
of the fire service at the Sutton Mill the 
workmen dug too near the foundation of 
the large embankment of the canal in the 
mill yard, and in consequence about 2 
o'clock Saturday afternoon it was noticed 
that a small stream was trickling through 
the bank into the newly-made trench. 
All efforts to check it failed; and it rapid- 
ly enlarged until a fissure 10 x 10 feet was 
made in thé dyke, and all the watersin 
the canal was soon poured into the yard, 
the machine shop, and then into the fin- 
ishing department in the basement of the 
mill. . 

There. were about 300 cuts of manufac: 
tured cloth io the finishing room, but the 
prompt work of’ the accountant, Mr, 
Charles Robinson, and several men whom 
he hastily gathered from among the by- 
standers, most of the cloth, with perhaps 
the exception of about a dozen packages, 
was placed on the benches out of reach of 
the water. The wrappers were quickly re- 
moved frém: these” packages, and the 
‘cloth exposed to the air soon dried.and 
was uninjured. Luckily the principal 
damage was to the dyke itself; and be- 
yond this the loss is but little, A similar
